Applicant's arguments is on the ground that the metal sllicide in Hrezl^ is not deposited onto a surface of a semiconductor substrate 
because the metal silicide is formed as a result of a reation occurs at the surface of a silicon wafer. 

Contrary to the arguments, Hrezk does teach that the metal silicde 78 is deposited on top of at least one exposed, doped area 74 of 
the semiconductor substrate 72, regardless of the deposition technique. The term "deposition" appears on col. 2, lines 52-54 and 63-65; 
col, 6, lines 52-52-59; and col. 7. lines 10-14.. 

In fact, claim 1 merely recites " depositing metal silicide ...".which does NOT specifically define whether the depositing step is 
performed by CVD or PECVD or other techniques. Thus, the rejection is deemd proper.
